MAPS   AND  ATLASES 

Sanborn  Map  Company  fire 
insurance  maps 

Providing  highly  de- 
tailed information  on  shape 
and  size  of  buildings, 
construction  details,  build- 
ing use  and  occupancy, 
street  addresses  and  often 
date  of  construction,  these 
maps  give  a  history  of  urban 
development  and  change.  The 
State  Library  has  a  compre- 
hensive collection  of  these 
maps  for  Massachusetts 
communities.  The  maps  are 
available  both  in  hard  copy 
and  on  microfilm.  These 
materials  are  located  in  the 
Library's  Special  Collec- 
tions Department. 

MASSACHUSETTS  ATLAS  COLLEC- 
TION 

The  State  Library  has  a 
comprehensive  collection  of 
19th  and  20th  century 
atlases  from  publishers 
other  than  the  Sanborn  Map 
Company.  These  atlases  also 
outline  property  holders  and 
buildings     and     were  often 


published  earlier  than  the 
Sanborn  atlases.  This 
collection  is  located  in  the 
Special  Collections  Depart- 
ment . 

CITY  DIRECTORIES 

The  Library  has  an 
extensive  collection  of  citv 
directories  for  Massachu- 
setts communities.  The 
directories  provide  an 
alphabetical  listing  of 
residents  and  businesses 
within  the  community;  after 
approximately  1930,  a  re- 
verse directory  lists  infor- 
mation by  street  address  as 
well.  Located  in  the  Spe- 
cial Collections  Department, 
there  is  also  a  guide  avail- 
able to  the  Library's  hold- 
ings for  directories. 

SPECIALIZED  DIRECTORIES 

Other  helpful  sources  are 
Directory  of  New  England 
Manufacturers,  1936-date 
(call  «  T  12  .N4)  and  George 
D  ■  Hal 1 ' s  Directory  of 
Massachusetts  Manufacturers . 
1979-date( call  tt  T  12  .M3). 
They  both  contain  an  alpha- 
betical and  a  geographic 
section  m  which  manufactur- 
ing companies  are  listed  by 
city  or  town,  with  the  name 
of  the  concern,  complete 
address,  executives,  product 
description,  and  SIC  classi- 
fication number  included. 
The  only  difference  between 
the  two  sources  is  that  one 
includes  all  of  New  England 
and  the  other  only  Massachu- 
setts. Directory  of  New 
England  Manufacturers  is 
located  in  Special  Collec- 
tions and  George  D .  Hal 1 ' s 
Di rectory  of  Massachusetts 
Manufacturers  is  located 
in  the  main  Library. 


George  D .  Hal 1 ' s  Massachu- 
setts Service  Directory , 
igy'^-date  (call  tt  T  12  .  M34  )' 
contains  information  on 
Massachusetts  service  compa- 
nies arranged  alphabetical- 
ly. Also  helpful  are  Nei^) 
Eng land  Busi ness  Di rectory , 
1856-1928 ;  and  Boston  Busi- 
ness Di rectory ,  1905-1^7 1 ; 
these  directories  are  also 
located  in  the  Special 
Collections  Department. 

LOCAL   HISTORY  COLLECTION 

The  Library  has  a 
comprehensive  collection  of 
printed  histories  of  most 
Massachusetts  communities. 
Some  of  these  books, 
especially  those  about  the 
larger  cities  in 

Massachusetts,  contain 
information  about  industries 
in  a  particular  community. 
For  these  materials,  the 
Library's  card  catalog 
should  be  consulted  under 
the  name  of  the  community 
being  investigated  followed 
by  the  headings:  Business, 
History,  Industries,  or 
Manufactures;  i.e.  Lynn. 
Mass . --Busi ness ;  Lynn, 
Mass . --Industries ,  etc.
